| year. Still his daughter was held as a slave, 
and being too stingy to purchase her freedom, 
he turned abolitionist and brought on the war 
in order to liberate his beloved daughter from 
bondage. The way the story got out is some¬ 
what remarkable. It was told by Mr. Sew¬ 
ard himself to a Dr. R— in Georgia last 
summer, when Mr. Seward regretted that the 
interruption of the mails prevented him from 
sending money to his child, or hearing from 
her. The Inquirer declares that the North is 
bankrupting itself to bring into its midst Mr. 
Seward’s bastard mulatto, but thinks his dupes 
would rend him in pieces if they knew his ob- i 
ject. All this mighty force of armies invest- i 
ing Georgia from different directions, is de- 
dared to have but one purpose—that this 
daughter of Mr. Seward's may flee to her 1 
father’s arms.

They offer violence to no one, but 
they refuse to be compelled to work for others 
without compensation.

—The 
wife of Senator Harlan, of Iowa, publishes a 
letter in reference to the hospitals at Corinth. 
She complains that General Halleck’s order 
prohibiting the contrabands from entering the 
lines entails very much suffering on the sick 
and wounded soldiers, who might be waited 
upon and carefully served by the contrabands 
driven away by his cruel order. 

H. Hawkins, a 
negro, who was hanged in New York on Fri¬ 
day, last week, for murder at sea, while on

“I believe the President did just right in not 
interfering in my case. I hold no spite or 
malice to any one. I believe Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, President of the United States, is a just 
man, and so are many of his officers. They 
are noble men.

Absent Soldiers.— From high military au¬ 
thority it is learned thal although there are on 
the rolls drawing pay over GOO,000 enlisted 
men, the number actually on duty does not 
exceed 363,000.

A Plan to Capture Richmond; —Sometimes 
it is possible to learn the news by going away 
from home. The Toronto Leader, lor instance, 
lays down a programme of operations for our 
armies, which may have more truth in it than 
at first sight seems probable. It gives Gen. 
McClellan 115,000 men, Gen. Burnside 23,000, 
and Gen. Pope 100,000. To meet the latter, 
the rebels have at Gordonsville 40,000 or 50,- 
000 men, under Jackson, Ewell, Hill and Long- 
street; and this is the programme which the 
Leader sketches'for the third grand attempt to 
capture Richmond: Gen. McClellan will 
land forces on the south bank of the river and 
attack the forts by land, while a vigorous at¬ 
tack M ill be made on the M ater by the iron¬ 
clad fleet under Wilkes. Gen. Pope will ad¬ 
vance toward Richmond via Gordonsville, and 
Gen. Burnside M ill hold himself in readiness 
to cooperate ndth McClellan and Pope, by 
landing near Fredericksburg, and marching 
“on to Richmond.”

The assessors in this town have commenced 
taking a new enrollment of the militia, prepar¬ 
atory to a draft, if it should be necessary. The 
number of men between 18 and 45 has been so 
reduced by previous enlistments and removal* 
from town that about every eighth man will be 
required for the next quota, allowing it to be 
forty men.

Gen. Banks again came in contact with 
Stonewall Jackson on the Rapidan, near Cul¬ 
pepper, on Saturday. The fight continued 
nearly all day, with a terrific encounter about 
six o’clock.

All was quiet on Sunday, and on Mon¬ 
day night the enemy retreated across the river 
towards Orange Court House, pursued by our 
artillery and cavalry.

Beginning to Alalsc an Excuse! 

The order for a draft upon the militia has 
created a wonderful sensation among those 
liable to serve their country. Half the male 
population, whom we had heretofore consider¬ 
ed sound and healthy, have suddenly become 
afflicted with uumerous infirmities. Lame legs, 
rheumatic complaints, stiff joints, consump¬ 
tive coughs and various chronic complaints 
have become alarmingly prevalent. It is amus¬ 
ing to hear men talk of their infirmities, set¬ 
ting forth their incapacity to do military duty. 
They vainly flatter themselves that they are 
exempt, but neither they nor their physicians 
are to judge of their fitness. If they should 
he drafted, a competent and disinterested sur¬ 
geon, appointed by Government, will settle 
that matter. There is no alternative but to go 
if drafted, unless some prominent physical de¬ 
fect that will unfit a man for thirty days’ duty 
appears, or a substitute is procured. The rea¬ 
son why most men wish to evade the draft is 
not because they are not brave or patriotic, 
but because so many associations of a pleasing 
nature twine around them at home. It is hard 
to give up a life of comparative ease for one of 
hardship and peril. So they hesitate from vol¬ 
unteering and shrink back at the thought of 
being drafted. In the language of the Gospel 
it is written :— 

“And they all, with one consent, began to make 
excuse. The first said unto him, I have bought a 
piece of ground, and must needs go and see it; 1 
pray thee have me excused. 

“And another said, I have bought five yoke of 
oxen, and I go to prove them : I pray thee have 
me excused. 

“And another said. I have married a wife, and 
therefore I cannot come.” 

The excuses ot olden time are as much in 
use now as then. Yet lew of these will pre¬ 
vent men from being taken to swell the armies 
of the Union. Sacrifices must be made, in 
feelings, wealth and associations. So, away 
with excuses till the draft comes, when all 1 
proper exemptions will be made.

An Immense Army.—T he new drafts will 
give the government one million of men, who 
can be placed in the field, if the civil officers of 
the loyal States do their duty, in time for the 
fall campaign, fully armed and equipped. To 


Massacliusotts Militia. 

Governor Andrew has issued an order con¬ 
cerning the enrolled militia of the Common¬ 
wealth, from which we quote ;— 

In any town or city volunteer companies 
of militia for nine months’ service may be en¬ 
listed, and their number will be deducted from 
the quota of that place in the draft. But only 
residents in any town or city will be deducted 
from its quota. 

Drafted men may furnish substitutes, hut 
cannot be released upon paying a fine, under 
the Massachusetts statute. 

Towns are strongly recommended not to of¬ 
fer any bounties lor nine months’ men. As 
the law now stands the families of drafted 
men are not entitled to State aid, but it will 
be allowed to nine months' volunteers. 

Enlistment blanks to be used in raising 
volunteer companies will be furnished at the 
Adjutant General’s office. 

All officers of nine months’ men, whether 
volunteers or drafted, will be elected in the 
manner provided by the statutes of Massa¬ 
chusetts. But the Conimander-in-Chief will 
refuse to commission any officer in his judge¬ 
ment incompetent. 

Cowardly Murder. —Gen. Robert Mc¬ 
Cook, while sick in an ambulance, near Salem, 
Ala., was overtaken by a party of guerrillas, 
who overturned the ambulance and shot him, 
causing his death in a couple of hours. When 
the news of the murder became known among 
the camps, the excitement was intense. The 
9th Ohio, McCook’s own regiment, on learn¬ 
ing of the assassination, marched back to the

only 1,000 men, has whipped Porter’s guerilla 
torces’ 2,500 strong, first at Kirksville on the 
7th, and again on Saturday near Stockton. 
L’his guerrilla force is now said to be demoral¬ 
ized nnd broken up. 

It is asserted by the St. Louis Democrat that 
the present uprising of the rebels in Missouri 
is in accordance with a plan conceived by Gen. 
Price after the rebel defeat at Pea Ridge, when 
he told his followers to go home, put in their 
crops, and attend to their business generally 
until the harvest, and then to rise throughout 
the State and form guerrilla bands, and be pre¬ 
pared to meet him in the Fall, when he would 
return again to lead them. 

Gen. Negley telegraphs to the Secretary ol 
War that two companies of the First Ken¬ 
tucky Cavalry encountered the guerillas six 
times on Monday and Monday night, at vari¬ 
ous points below Williamsport, Tenn., and 
defeated them each time with considerable loss. 
Our loss was only one man wounded. 

Fifteen hundred guerillas under Hughes and 
Quantrell attacked Independence, Mo., on 
Monday, nnd after an hour’s severe fighting, 
the small National force defending the pluce 
surrendered. Twenty of our men are report¬ 
ed to be killed. Reinforcements were on the

Other towns are moving in 
the same manner, among them our sister Mon¬ 
son, who is always prompt in every good 
work. It need surprise no one to see Palmer 
and Monson sending forth another company 
of volunteers as good ns the one they have 
just furnished for the 35th regiment.

An Offer from a Turkish Officer. —Kadri 
Bey, late a captain in the imperial body guard 
of the Sultan, has written a letter to the Pres¬ 
ident, tendering his services for the defence of 
the Union. As he has seen much actual ser¬ 
vice, nnd has been decorated five different times 
for bravery, it is very probable the President 
will assign him to one of the staffs of our gen¬ 
erals—perhaps of General McClellan, who has 
been in Constantinople. Americans who 
visited Turkey on similar errands to that of 
Kadri Bey, received appointments from the 
Turkish government during the Crimean war.

The slick 
entered hk mouth, piercing the palate on the 
right side, the base of the cranium, and the 
left lobe of the cerebellum. The lad lingered 
from Friday till Tuesday, when death relieved 
him from his agony. 

Enrolled Militia. —The enrollment of the 
militia of Massachusetts shows how heavy has 
been the draft upon Massachusetts for her able- 
bodied men. In some towns, after the exempts 
nnd physically disabled are stricken from the 
lists, those remaining will have to stand the 
chance of one in three of being drafted. 


Full. —It is officially stated that Michigan’s 
quota, under the first rail for volunteers, is 
full. Full companies from various parts of 
the State continue to offer, but cannot be ac¬ 
cepted. There will be no difficulty in com¬ 
pleting all the requisitions by the Federal 
Government in that State, without drafting. 

Life Insurance Policies. —It is suggested 
that after those unable to do military duty 
have got done making affidavits, the life insur¬ 
ance companies will be looking them over to 
see whether they harmonize with the testimony 
given when the policies were obtained. Not a 
bad idea. 


Doing Good Service. —Archbishop Hughes 
has-delivered some three or four powerful 
speeches in Ireland on the subject of popular 
education, the union and independence of the 
United States, emigration from Ireland to 
America, nnd. the interference of foreign Pow¬ 
ers in our home troubles. On the latter points 
he said : “No matter what may occur—no 
matter if foreign interference, whether naval 
or military, should destroy the great cities 
round the coast—no matter what shall occur, 
the question must end as I have described, that 
that people (the American) shall remain." 


Fearful of a Draft. —In anticipation that 
a draft would be resorted to, there was consid¬ 
erable excitement in Brooklyn, N. Y\, on 
Monday, of last week, on the subject, and the 
office of the city clerk was besieged by an ea¬ 
ger crowd of men, of all ages and conditions, 
anxious to tile their reasons for exemption from 
the operation of the law. Men who appeared 
to enjoy the soundest constitutions were found 
to be afflicted with all kinds of diseases that 
human nature is subject to. Others, who have 
been voters for years, according to their affida¬ 
vits were not citizens at all. 


Travel to Foreign Countries. —To pre¬ 
vent the departure from the country of per¬ 
sons of a military age, orders have been re¬ 
ceived at the Custom House to stop all passen¬ 
gers leaving in vessels for foreign ports, who 
may be subject to a draft. Protections are al¬ 
so denied to “green hands” employed in the 
mercantile marine. 

Large Fire in Barre. —The Colonade 
building, at Barre, was destroyed by fire on 
Thursday morning. It was occupied by half

Scenes on the Battle Field. 

A correspondent who traveled over the bat¬ 
tle field near Culpepper, known as Cedar 
Mountain, Ya., last Monday, describes the 
scenes there witnessed as follows : 

A great number of our wounded were cart¬ 
ed from the field by ambulances. They had 
lain two days upon the 6ite of their tall, and 
were nearly famished and perished. M e took 
in perhaps four hundred on Monday, between 
nine o’clock and dark. I rode down the road 
towards Slaughter’s Mountain, pa-sing up¬ 
ward of a score of battery horses slain in the 
traces by the splendid firing of our advance 
pieces on Saturday midnight. The noble ani¬ 
mals, whom thunder could not jar nor iron 
rain intimidate, lay close beside each other, 
the worms already making havoc in their tiesh, 
their limbs stiffened and their ghastly hoofs 
extended. Here was a splintered wheel, with 
blood and hair upon the spokes, and a stain, 
like a rivulet, extending a little way down the 
clay. Beyond, I came upon the usual indica¬ 
tions of a retreat—jackets, bayonets, cartridge 
boxes and knapsacks, thrown here and there 
confusedly, trampled, rent and bloody. These 
traces grew more numerous until I crossed 
Cedar Creek, where the stench of decaying 
flesh, men and horses, was plainly perceptible. 
The ground was trampled, as if by the desper¬ 
ate feet of combatants, and off to the left, in 
the ruined cornfield, I saw a party of grave 
diggers engaged in their solemn but hasty task 
of shutting away the face of glory. The first 
unburied corpse stared out from the shelter of 
an oak tree; but the resemblance to man had 
been well nigh obliterated. The arms were 
dinchedly back, the chin raised, with

TRADITION—A QUIET EVENING GAME. 


In home circles where quiet social amuse- j 
ments are enjoyed, the following “game” will j 
be found both sensible and instructive, and 
never fails, either, to afford much entertain¬ 
ment. It is called Tradition ; and it shows 
how rapidly reports change in passing from 
mouth to mouth, and how wise it is not to 
believe all that comes to us only by hearsay. 
Any number of persons, from half a dozen 
upwards, can take part in it. It consists in 
passing a story round the circle, and marking 
the transformations it undergoes. The start¬ 
er of it should write out beforehand some 
terse and pointed anecdote or tale, which is 
not likely to be familiar to any one present. 
He then takes one of the party aside, and re¬ 
lates it to him in a w hisper, to the best of his 
recollection. This one in like manner relates 
it to a second, and so on, till all have had a 
turn. The last one tells it aloud as it reached 
him, and then the original is read out. It is 
generally almost impossible to recognize the 
■one in the other, for it will be found that 
both addition and subtraction have been un¬ 
wittingly practiced. The point of the story 
is pretty sure to be lost sight of altogether, 
and sometimes an entirely new one w ill be fit¬ 
ted to it. No one who has not tried the ex¬ 
periment would imagine the extent to which 
this takes place, even in a company of intel¬ 
ligent people, who all do their best to pre¬ 
serve the tale unchanged; though, by com¬ 
paring notes afterwards, the source of the 
various divergences can generally be discov¬ 
ered. This game is sure to cause much mer¬ 
riment, but is, of course, beyond the powers 
sf most children. A good deal depends on 
the judicious choice of a subject.

Funeral of Cart. Tannatt.— The funeral

The language 
conveys the idea that it is to be an additional 
draft; but Secretary Stanton ean make no 
such draft without a proclamation by the Pres¬ 
ident. 

Those towns which do not wish to be sub¬ 
ject to a draft should hurry up volunteers as 
fast as possible. Only eight days intervene 
before the time to draft. It will come then, 
and there will be no avoiding it. Let there be 
a few days of earnest work among the young 
men who can leave home without leaving bu¬ 
siness and families to suffer in their absence.

There is danger that the war now waged in 
this country will become one of extreme bar¬ 
barity. The measures adopted by Gen. Pope 
to treat guerrillas and bushwhackers as 
murderers and outlaws are promptly met by 
Jeff Davis, who retaliates by thrusting into 
dungeons our offie’ers who have fallen into his 
hands. We threaten to hang the ‘Virginia as¬ 
sassins, and Jeff threatens to hang our officers 
as an offset. Our Government does not con¬ 
sider the guerrillas who hang around our ar¬ 
mies as prisoners of war, and if the rebels 
treat their prisoners barbarously we must re- j 
taliate; so, unless both parties come to a bet- j 
ter understanding concerning the rules of war- I 
fare, the rebellion will become a war of exter- I 
mination, shocking to every feeling of human¬ 
ity, and obnoxious to the whole civilized world. 
As the rebels know every foot of territory up¬ 
on which we are fighting, they have a better 
chance to obtain prisoners than we; and un¬ 
less we bag them by thousands, they will al¬ 
ways have a balance against us. Having this 
advantage, it is dangerous for our authorities 
to inaugurate any measures that result in a 
cruel and ferocious revenge. If the war is to 
be waged in this manner, the pica of interven¬ 
tion on the ground of humanity will not be 
without foundation. In this age, a war of ex¬ 
termination cannot be allowed. All Christen¬ 
dom revolts against it, and in the progress of 
hostilities it should be our aim to commit as 
few atrocities as possible. ♦ 


The Battle of Cedar Mountain. — A de¬ 
serter from Stonewall Jackson’s army, into 
which he was forced by the rebel government, 
has communicated some valuable information 
to a special correspondent with Gen. Pope’s 
command. The whole rebel force engaged in 
the late battle, he says, was about 40,000, 
though they had a large force of reserves, which 
did not coine up in time, through seme mis¬ 
understanding. The whole number of their 
killed, wounded and missing will foot up to 
about 4000. His opinion is that Richmond 
will now be evacuated, and the rebel army 
thrown down upon Gen. Tope, whom they ex¬ 
pect in that way to capture, with his whole ar¬ 
my. Should they be successful, they would 
then make a movement towards Washington. 
He regards Stonewall Jackson as among the 
highest in the confidence of the Confederate 
powers that be, and thinks that this is one of 
j the pieces of strategy he is now successfully 
! urging upon the attention of the rebel admin- 
istiation. He says the result of the battle of 
: Cedar Mountain has been a disastrous defeat 
j of Jackson’s forces, though still he thinks that 
| his retreat across the Rapidan is more with a 
I view of carrying out this programme than any- 
| thing else. 


Excess of Prisoners Held by the Reb¬ 
els.— The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Post says that the assertion of Gen. 
Lee that the rebels have an excess of prison¬ 
ers, upon careful computation, is found to be 
true. Large as were the numbers of rebel 
prisoners taken in the spring, they have since 
been overborne by the defeats, retreats and 
captures on the Chickahominy, at Winchester, 
and in Tennessee. 


Hoor Skirt Accidents. —As a woman 
named Mary Sullivan was walking on Wash¬ 
ington Street, Boston, a few days since, her 
foot caught in her skirt and she fell down, 
breaking her arm and otherwise bruising her. 
Very recently a gentleman on the same thor¬ 
oughfare got bis foot iHto a skirt and was 
thrown down, but escaped only with soiled, 
clothes and killing frowns from the occupant 
of the dangerous garment. 

A Negro Proposition. —Governor Tod, of 
Ohio, having refused to accept mgro volun¬ 
teers, the colored men of Cleveland and Cuy¬ 
ahoga county have made him an offer to raise 
some regiments to guard the rebel prisoners 
at Camp Chase and Sandusky, and thus re¬ 
lieve two regiments of well drilled soldiers for 
active service in the field. The Governor, how¬ 
ever, declined the proposition. 


The Position at New Orleans.— Johnson 
is understood to express the opinion that our 
situation on the Lower Mississippi Valley is 
far from secure. Nothing, of course, was 
known, before he started from New Orleans, 
about the reported movements at Baton Rouge, 
but he would regard the rebel reports as not 
improbable. Butler needs reinforcements to 
make his position secure.

UNRECORDED HEROES. 

When the present war shall be over, what 
a glorious history may he written. Not that 
the world will teem with histories of it. But 
I speak not of great generals and command¬ 
ers, who, under the inspiration of leadership, 
and with the magnetic eyes of the world upon 
them, shall have achieved their several tri¬ 
umphs ; but of those who have laid aside the 
plow, and stepped from behind the anvil, and 
the printing press, and the counter, and from 
out the shop, and with leaping pulses, and 
without hope of reward, laid an honest heart 
and a strong right arm on the altar of their 
country; some to languish in prison, with 
undressed wounds, defying taunts and insults, 
hunger and thirst, their places of sepulture 
oven unknown, and their names remembered 
only at some desolate hearth-stone, by a 
weeping widow and orphans, and whose last 
pulse-beat was “for their country.” By many 
a cottage fireside shall old men tell tales to 
wondering children that shall bring forth 
their own precious harvest; sometimes of 
those who, inclosed in meshes too cunningly i 
woven to sunder, wore hated bandages over 
loyal hearts, and with gnashing teeth and lis¬ 
tening ear, and straining eyeballs, bided their 
time to strike! Men w ho planted, that the 
tyrant might reap ; whose wives and children 
went hungry and shelterless, that he might j 
be housed and fed. Nor shall woman be for- , 
gotten, who, with quivering heart, but smiling 
lip, bade God-speed to him, than whom only 
her country was dearer, and turned bravely 
back to her lonely home, to fight the hattle of 
life, with no other weapon than faith in Him 
who feedeth the ravens. All these are the 
true heroes of this war ; not alone those w ho 
have memorials presented, and, if they die, 
pompous monuments erected; but the thou¬ 
sands of brave fellows who know, if they fall, 
they will only have mention among the list of 
the “killed and wounded.” Who, untrammel- 
ed by precedents, shall write us such a histo¬ 
ry ?—Fanny Fern. 


Vegetation in the Moon.— It was for a 
long time the common opinion among astron¬ 
omers that the moon was without an atmos¬ 
phere, and destitute of water ; and that, con¬ 
sequently, neither animal nor vegetable life 
.could be supported on its surface. But sev¬ 
eral eminent modern astronomers have main¬ 
tained that the moon has an atmosphere, 
though of very limited extent. And quite re¬ 
cently, Mr. Schwabe, a German astronomical 
professor, thinks he has discovered signs of 
vegetation on the surface of our'satellite. 

It is well known that there are certain dark 
lines or scratches, as they appear, extending 
across the slopes of the highest mountains in 
the moon. These have been variously ex- 
• plained; some regarding them as the beds of 
dried up streams, others as the channels left 
by torrents of lava, and others as having 
some other origin. But Professor Schwabe 
claims to have discovered in these lines a 
greenish color, which appears at a certain 
season, lasts a few months, and then disap¬ 
pears. He therefore regards these lines as 
belts of vegetation. If his observations 
should be decidedly confirmed by those of 
other astronomers, it will settle the question 
that the moon has both air and water, and 
will therefore remove any presumption 
against the existence of animal life on its 
surface.

cians, 10; retail dealers. 10; retail liquor deal¬ 
ers, 20; surgeons, 10: tobacconists, 10; 
soap makers, 10; wholesale dealers, 50; 
wholesale dealers in liquors, 100.

LARGE ARMIES. 

The following facts, culled from the fields 
of ancient story, may be of some interest at 
the present time :— 

The city of Thebes had a hundred gates, 
and could send oat at each gate 10,000 fight¬ 
ing men and 200 chariots—in all, 1,000,000 
men and 20,000 chariots. 

The army of Trerah, King of Ethiopia,' 
consisted of 1,000,000 men and 300 chariots 
of war. 

Sesostris, King of Egypt, led against his 
enemies 600,000 men, 24,000 cavalry, and 27 
scythe-armed chariots. 1491 B. C. 

Hamilcar went from Carthage and landed 
near Palermo. He had a fleet of 2000 ships 
and 3000 small vessels, and a land force of 
300,000 men. At the battle in which he was 
defeated 150,000 men were slain. 

A Roman fleet led by Regulus against Car¬ 
thage consisted of 330 vessels with 140,000 
men. The Carthagenian fleet numbered 350 
vessels with 150,000 men. 

At the battle of Cannm, there were, of the 
Romans, including allies, 80,000 foot and 
6000 horse; of the Curthagenians 40,000 
foot and 10,000 horse. Of these 70,000 were 
slain in all and 10,000 taken prisoners—more 
than half slain. 

Hannibal, during his campaign in Italy 
and Spain plundered 400 towns and destroy¬ 
ed 300,000 men. 

Ninus, the Assyrian King, about 2200 
years B, C., led against the Buctrians his ar¬ 
my consisting of 1,700,000 foot, 200,000 horse 
and 16,000 chariots armed with scythes. 

Italy, a little before Hannibal’s lime, was 
able to send into the field nearly 1,000,000 
men. 

Semirnmis employed 2,000,000 men in 
building the mighty Bauylon. She took 
100,000 Indians prisoners at the Indus, and 
sank 1000 boats. 

Sennacherib lost in a single night 185,000 
men by the destroying angel. 2 Kings, 19 : 
3537. 

A short time after the taking of Babylon, 
the forces of Cyrus consisted of 600,000 foot, 
120,000 horse and 2000 chariots armed with 
scythes. 

An army of Cambyses, 50,000 strong, was 
buried up in the desert sands of Africa by a 
south wind. 

When Xerxes arrived at Thermopyl®, his 
land and sea forces amounted to 2,641,610, 
exclusive of servants, eunuchs, women, sut¬ 
lers, &c., in all numbering 5,283,220. So says 
Herodotus, Plutarch and Isocrates. 

The army of Artaxerxes before the battle 
of Cunaxa amounted to about 1,200,000. 

Ten thousand horse and 100,000 foot fell 
on the fatal field of Issus. 

When Jerusalem was taken by Titus, 1,100,- 
000 perished in various ways. 

The forces of Darius at Arbela numbered 
more than 1,000,000. The Persians lost 90,- 
000 men in this battle, Alexander about 500 
men. So says Diodorus. Arian says the 
Persians, in this battle, lost 300,000, the 
Greeks 1200. 

The army of Tamerlane is said to have 
amounted to 1,600,000, and that of his an¬ 
tagonist, Bajaret, 1,400,000. 

The above items are from notes token dur¬ 
ing ordinary reading, and set down without 
any reference to chronology. By this it will 
be seen that 200,000 is the largest number of 
horsemen in any of these armies ; that the 
largest number of slain (except account in II 
Kings) was 150,000, or, if we credit Arian, 
300,000;* that the largest number of prison¬ 
ers taken was 100,000. It is hoped that any 
one who may see this will add other instauces 
of large numbers mustered for war in oldeD 
time. 

• We omit a reference to II Chronicles, 13: 3, 
17, as opinions differ concerning the numbers 
i there mentioned. The old Latiu translations of 
Josephus state the 400,000, 830,000 and 500,000 of 
these armies as 40,000, 80,000 and 50,000. 

A Scottish Xantippk. —James Ferguson 
and his wife led a cat-and-dog life, and she 
is net once alluded to in the philosopher’s 
autobiography. About 1750, one evening 
while he was delivering before a London au¬ 
dience a lecture on astronomy, his wife en¬ 
tered the room in a passion, and maliciously 
overturned several pieces of the apparatus, 
when all the notice Ferguson took of the 
■ matter was the observation to the audience : 
j “Ladies and gentlemen, I have the misfor¬ 
tune to be married to that woman." 


DT Germany has produced a substitute 
for gunpowder, in the form of starch and 
nitric acid. It is 6tated that its projectile 
force is greater than that of the common pow¬ 
der, and as it is not explosive before its in¬ 
gredients are mixed, it is more safe and con¬ 
venient for use. The Prussian and Austrian 
armies are, it is said, to adopt it, and no more 
“villainous saltpetre” need be dug from the 
earth. 

High Farming Fifty Y’rars Ago.— A far¬ 
mer in Ware, Mass., in 1815, according to the 
Boston Cultivator, grew 116 bushels of shell¬ 
ed corn on an acre of ground, and 164 bush¬ 
els, on two acres. The soil was a deep, hill 
loam, with fifty loads of manure (o! 30 bush¬ 
els each) plowed under, and fifty more in the 
drills at the time of planting. The next year 
he raised 84 bushels of wheat on the two 
acres, and sold half of it at $4,25 per bushel.

A correspondent to the Country Gentleman 
thus speaks of the “red man,” as he is now 
found in Minnesota and other parts of the 
Western Territories. “A slight sketch of 
the Indians within our limits. Here, my 
friend, I am at home, When I last saw Ned 
Forrest “do Mettamora,” my thoughts took 
a decidedly romantic turn. To most every 
one who has never seen the red men of the 
primeval forest, and yet who has read of their 
daring and noble deeds, and gratitude, their 
peculiar dress, lovely Indian maidens on a 
moonlight night in summer gliding down in 
their bark canoes on the still surface of the 
“father of waters,”chanting their love ditties, 
to those who have never been in their roman¬ 
tic lodges, and noticed the peculiarity of their 
culinary department, there is very naturally 
an enchanted curiosity. Longfellow has im¬ 
mortalized my old companions in his Hiawa¬ 
tha, and gained fame for himself—but I fancy 
he had not spent many years in their delight¬ 
ful society, else he would have sang different 
words with his tune. 

If any of your fair readers are enraptured 
with Hiawatha, and have a great desire to 
visit them in all their glory, I would recom¬ 
mend as a very necessary part of useful arti¬ 
cles for the travelling bag, a piece of thin 
ivory or bone, with fine incisions about one 
inch deep on two edges, commonly called a 
Jerusalein rake, and a bottle of Eau d’Cologne, 
and then prepare their minds to see the dirti¬ 
est, thieving, rascally set of beings they ever 
laid eyes on, possessing all the vices of the 
whites, but as a general thing discarding all 
their virtues.

Of medicine I think they are utterly ignorant, 
though they pretend to be great doctors.”
